SIGNS OF A HEALTHY REACTION

Belief Expressed ‘That the Problem Play
and Tepid Faree Comedy lave Each
Renched the End of Their
Ropes — bramatic Notes.

If we are to belleve the scholarly
eritie of the Chicago Herald—to whose
opinion In thls Instance at least we
are fully prepared to shout “brave!"—
there will soon beaa healthy reaction in
the tadtes of the theatér-goers of this
natlon, The Herald oplnes thiat this
recill from the nauses or the Inanity
of the problem-pliuy or the tepld farce
comedy will take the form of a strong
counter current in favor of the melo-

drama. That, thinks our westém
friend, “in I8 best estate I8 the ex-
ponent of u distinet human interest,

Even when degraded tethe uses of sen-
sationd] reallsm It preserves a recog-
nized dramatle form and  Invariably
teaches the important lesson that vir-
tue ylelds better dlvidends In the long
run than vice, It is not the function of
the stuge to teach this or any other
legaon, but I It 18 to be taught Inets
dentally it {8 much belter that this
should be accomplished through a me-
dlum exelting honest, sympathetic In-
terest, than by means of Lhoze ua\'hl-
ing eplgrams and rlegue  shioatlo
which  the followers of
Houptmann have found necesdary to
thelr peeullar  mental  disturbances,
The Ibsin cult, which has been em-
braced with such susplelous fervor by
not only Houptmann but  gléo by
Sudermann, Plnero, Wilde andNHenry
Arthur Jones, not to mention others
of Inferfor consequence, has driven
from the theaters o large contingent of
honest, vight-thinklng, and pure-mind-
ed people, who formerly attended in
search of refined diversion. Those who
love to conslder themselves advanced
thinkers, andare Inclined to agsume alrs
of superionity for the Indifferent reason
that they can sit through a relation of
demi-mondaine  infeliclty without a
blush, are dnsufliclent In number to
make amends forthe diggusted patrons
who have been lost to the theater, But
if the=e worghipers at the shrine of
Ibsen and his officlal following are
not conspleususly numerous, they are
sulfciently enamored of thelr own con-
sequence and Inspired by a belief In
thelr pergsonal amplitude of superiority
to nulstly proclaim thelr new falth, not
forgetting to belabor those who do not
ugres with them. The drama, they us-
sort, was not intended for babes and
sucklngs or for the feeble and colorless
fptellects that are gso shallow as to de-
sire propriety and decency in thelr en-
tertalnments, but for strong men and
women who can gee soiled linen laun-
dered without an appeal to smelling
sultz or disinfectants, It matiers not
thut the *problems’™ they propose tio
solve by means of stage puppets and
a giralned sequence of dramatic events
are no problems at all, but self-evident
propositions known and read of all
men. They tickle themselves with the
fancy that they are elucidating psycho-
logle truth, when, In point of fact, they
ure #imply feedipg upon  prurient
fancy.

“Mrs, Kendal Is one of the most con-
spletous among  those who imagine

Happlily,
the problem-play folly I8 too transpar-
ent to last, Ibsen, who {8 @ bottom-
less pit of feverish and distorted im-
awination, may gently drift along
through his second childhood, uttering
distempered plays at frequent intervals,
but his Influence |s waning and hls ca-
pacity for migchlof 1s rapldly approach-
Ing its limit. He has endeavored to fll
the theaters with gloom, but the efford
Is a fallure. The people prefer sweet-
ness and lght tw the horrors of the
sociologle dissecting room, and
preferences are quite likely to econtrol
the game, now that the foully of giving
the stage uver do erotle dlzcusslons 1s
S0 mppurent, As sincere humuan inter-
st 18 wanted In plays it follows that the
old form of the drima, together with
the modernized, but not vulgarized
meludrama, must be the resource in the
near future, Many who remember the
electrie suceegs of “The Two Orphans’
and the long succosslon of admirable
play that followed at not infrequent
intervals will regurd the Increasing
probabllity of a return to plays of that
class  with entire satisfaction. Not
unly have erotle plays and farce comes
dies worn out thelr weleome, but the
anemle drawling-room comedy, with Ity
cackle and small talk, ls now out of the
running. The people are beglnning to
ary outl for bone, sinew, sincerity and
truth, und they are golng to gdt |t
Dramatists who have dawdled to the
pleasings of drawing-room Inanitles and
have attempted o pleture soclety by
delincating shams und shoddy must
sharpen thelr pencils for nobler efforts
ur be loat in the fortheoming shutie,”
